Search for a Lost Mine.
BUTTE, Mont., Dec, 26 —(Special.)—An-
other expedition bas been formed to discover
a “lost mine.” The story of this latest

gtored In bing and from them f2 automat-
lcaly fed to the mechanical roasting furnace
of the eviindrical or hearth type. The object
of the rossting or ecalcining belng to elim-
inate volatile and enclesing minerals and
leave the gold free, in a metallic condition,
in which condition it s =oluble in chlorine
water sdutiona. Also to convert, what would
otherwige be chlorine decomposing minerals,
into Insoluble compounds and also to lmprove
the leaching qualily of the pulp being
treated,

The ore, afier being roasted, I8 cooled au-
tomatically and conveyed to siorage bins or
hoppers directly over the chlorinating bar-
rels, each hopper holding the exact amount
required to charge the barrel.
